58. Fourthly, T conſider, that the whole Texor of the 
Scriptures, in the Judgement of al the Fathers, who are 
beſt able to underſiard them, teacheth noother Prede- 
ſtination, then in, and through Chriſt, which is reſpeR:ve 
and conditional, Firſt the Scripture gives us none but 
conditional promiſes, ſuch as, If any may keep my ſaying, 

he ſball never taſte Death, Whatſoever a man ſoweth, | 
that ſhall hereap. And we ſball reap, if we faint not, If 
any wan will hear my voice, and open the dore, I will come 
in to him, &c, Nay even the very Texts which are 

wont to be urged fot irreſpe3ive Ble#10n, do ſeem very | 
preciſely to ew:nce the contrary, For when God is ſaid to 
predeſtine according to his own good pleaſure which he had 
purpoſed in himſelf, the word &dxi« rendred good pleaſure, 
doth not fignifie the abſoluteneſſe, but the reſpe&;veneſſe 
of his will, For it velateth unto ſomething in which 
Godis well pleafed, and that is Chriſt, Ir being im- 
poſſible for God to pleaſe himſelf with mankind, or for 
men to be acceptable and — to God, any other- 
wiſe then in h:#r, of whom it was ſaid, Thi & my be- 
loved Son in whom I am well pleaſed, Beſides ; all thoſe 
Scriptures which doe teach »niverſal Grace, and Re- 
demp:ion, ( which I ſuppoſe hath been proved in the 
proſecution of my firſt Prixciple,) do ſeem to me moſt
